(SY A P. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, June 4.—An 
omnibus rivers and harbors bill, 
brought before the House last week 
as a $36,000,000 proposal. was 
passed by the House today with 
a score of additional! projects great 
ly increasing the total of its possi- 
ble authorizations after surviving 
one of the bitterest flibusters in 
recent years. Estimates of the to- 
tal ranged from $52,000.000 to $90,. 
000,000. 
By a vote of 218 to 127 the 
measure was sent to the Senate. 
retaining all of its original 150 
projects, including those for I)- 
linoils river development, resurvey 
of the all-American canal route 
across New York State, and govern. 
ment purchase of the Cape Cod 
Canal for 11.800.000. 
An amendment for navigation 
development of the upper Missou- 
ri River, estimated to cost more 
than all other projects combined. 
was added amid cries of “pork 
barrel.” 
All amounts specified in the bill 
are maximum authorizations. based 
upon engineers’ estimates of costs. 
for which appropriations must be 
made by Congress In separate leg 
islation to initiate work on any of 

the proposals. 
VOTE DOUBTED 

Senate leaders will seek action 
on the measure at this session, Sen- 
ator Wadsworth of New York. 
chairman of the Republican ateer- 
ing committee, announced after the 
House had given its approval. In 
view of its controversial! provisions, 
however, doubt was expressed 
some quarters whether the bill 
could be put to a vote in the Fen- 
ate before adjournment. 

House debate on the measure. 
which centered about the Illinois 
river project on the contention 
that it involved the question of 
water diversion from Lake Michi- 
gan, was confined largely to dila- 
tory tactics on parliamentary points 
of procedure in the attempt by 
opponents of diversion to block 
final action at this session of Con- 
gress 


Last minute attempts to elimi- 
nate the most controversial pro- 
visions failed as a well defined 
majority roared its opposition to 
proposed changes. Those bent on 
keeping the bill intact followed 
each victory with cries of “vote. 
vote,” in an attempt to speed up 
final action on the meesure over 
which a disorderly membership 
wrangled yesterday continuourly 
for fourteen hours, adjourning 
1 o'clock this morning with 
a vote in view. 

The Illinois proposal celle for 
an expenditure of $1,350,000 for 
providing a nine-foot channel in the 
Illinois River between Utica and 
and removal of old 
government locks and dams, com- 
pleting a waterway link between 
the Great takes and the Gulf of 
Mexico. A committee amendment 
specified that nothing in the bill 
shall be interpreted to affect the 
question of water diversion. At 
the present time, Withdrawal of 
8250 cubic feet a second is allowed 
under a permit frém the Secretary 
of War. 

Reesurvey of the proposed al- 
Americah canal route by army 
engineers is proposed. with 
no specific expenditure authorized 


for this purpose. 

An amendment by Reprerenta- 
tive Ellis. Republican. Missouri. 
provides for approval of an army 
engineer's report made eighteen 
years ago on the advisability of 
providing a six-foot channel in the 
Missouri River between Kansas 
City, Mo., and Sioux City, Ie. «a 
distance of 409 miles. After the 
engineers had submitted a report 
covering the entire Missouri River 
survéy, Congress appropriated for 
development of the channel from 
the mouth of the river to Kansas 
City, but not beyond. 


Some opponents of the project, 
which calls for no expenditure 
now, estimated that it would cost 
$56,000,000 for completion, twice 
the amount estimated by neers 
eighteen years ago. 

The bill approved today also 
would authorize more than 120 
surveys of rivers and harbors with 
a view to navigation, water power, 
flood contro! or irrigation improve- 
ments. 

Party lines were ed on 
the vote, representatives from the 
Mississippi Valley, the South, In- 
noise and New England generally 
supporting it, while those from 
States bordering op the Great 
Lakes for the most part lined up 
against it.
